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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicants argue that according to Examiner, the only motivation for or advantage derived from modifying the Pourahmadi device to use 
the sheet layer from Burdon is allowing external optical access to portions of the fluid passageways in the device. Applicants state 
however that Pourahmadi discloses that its device may comprise any suitable substrate materials such as silicon, glass, silicon dioxide, 
plastics or ceramics. Applicants assert that because Pourahmadi states that its substrate may be made of glass, this already provides an 
external optical access. Applicants argue that thus one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the Pourahmadi 
device to incorporate the sheet layer from Burdon, because the Pourahmadi device already possesses the advantage allegedly provided 
by the combination. This argument is not persuasive because Pourahmadi teaches that any suitagble substrate materials may be used, 
including glass, and Burdon teaches a particular type of glass substrate, i.e., one made of glass particles. The motivation to utilize the 
particular material for a substrate as taught by Burdon, as opposed to other materials that may be used, such as those listed by 
Pourahmadi, is that it allows for external optical access. Moreover, because Pourahmadi only teaches glass substrates in general and 
Burdon teaches a particular type of glass substrate, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to utilize the specific type 
of glass substrate taught by Burdon as the glass substrate generally taught by Pourahmadi. Applicants also argue that the biological 
groups mentioned in Pourahmadi would not have been incorporated into the green-sheet layer of Burdon by one of ordinary skill because 
one of ordinary skill would not have expected the biological group to survive the firing process. This is not persuasive because the 
biological group need not be incorporated before the firing process but can be incorporated subsequently . 
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
